The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The German reference cited in the 20 April 2007 Information Disclosure 
Statement shows a rotor mast 1 and a rotor head having blades 6 mounted thereto by 
way of a torque transmission element 2. The rotor head comprises a loop 4 encircling 
the rotor mast 1 in an unattached fashion. The torque transmission element 2 is 
however, rotatably joined via bearings 3 to the loop 4, and therefore not nonrotatably 
joined thereto as claimed. Modification of the joining configuration is clearly nonobvious 
since such a modification would change the operation of the rotor head. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
